DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
8/4/2008 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 0-1 2 of applicant's remarks, filed 7/3/2008, 
with respect to claims 1-6 and 8 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1-6 and 8 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-6 and 8 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Regarding independent claims 1 , 6 and 8, the prior art of record fails to teach, 
either individually or in combination, introducing a predetermined change into the 
arrangement pattern, the predetermined change including one of replacement of a 
position of the basic portion and duplication of the basic portion, and determining a 
luminance level of only the first pixel based on the changed arrangement pattern.

wherein the luminance level of the first pixel based on the changed arrangement pattern 
is determined using a stored table indicating a predetermined correspondence between 
arrangement patterns of sub-pixels and luminance levels of sub-pixels arranged in a 
certain direction, which is one of the same as the predetermined direction and different 
from the predetermined direction, and the correspondence indicated by the stored table 
Is determined using a predetermined correction pattern of color element levels of sub- 
pixels neighboring a sub-pixel corresponding to the basic portion. 
6. Claims 2-5 are dependent on claim 1 , and therefore the examiner gives the same 
reasons as stated above.
